appropriately altered, with most expressive 
effect. 

The programmo was then commenced 
with an overture by the band, and an opec- 
ing chorus by the Minstrels, both of which 
went very wll, Mr R. F, Lammert 
sang ‘Cume back to your Eileen,’ which, 
by the way, eeemed to havo inspired 
everybody with a deaire to go back, for 
Mr M. J. Danonberg shortly afterwards 
sang ‘In my dreama I'll return to thea ever, 
Good-bye ta my old southern home,’ fol- 
lowed Jater by Mr J. 8, Loe with ‘ Barney, 
take me homa' and the reply ‘I'll take you 
home again, Kathleen,’ by Mr R, Isbell. 
This epidemic of homesickness was, how-

THE CHINA-JAPAN WAR. 


CAPTAIN GALSWORTHY’S STATEMENT.— 
. FULL TEXT. 

Tho ‘Nagasaki Express of August 8th, 
bliahes the following statement by Capt, 

alsworthy :— 

The British se, Kowshig, owned by the 
Indo-China S. N. Co., left Shanghai on 
July 17th, bound to Taku, under oharter 
to carry Chinese troops from that port to 
A-san, on the coast of Koren. Arriving at 
Taku on the 20th, arrangements were made 
to ship the troops, and on the 23rd 1,100 
came on board, including two Generals, a 
number of other officers of variaus ranks, 
and a German ex-army officer named Hen- 
neken, who came as ou ordinary pussenger, 
At 9.60 p.m. on the 23rd the ship proceeded 
on her voyage to A-San, All went well 
notil the morning of the 25th, when, off 
Shopoial island (?) we passed a man.of.wor 
fiyiog the Japanese noval ensign, witha 
white flag above it.. The veasel proved 
to be the Chinese warship Tei-yuen. 
Shortly afterwards wa eighted three Jap- 
aneao men-of-war,.the Naniwa, Yoshino, 
and another (probably the Ahiteushiu), 
The Naniwe at once steamed towards us, 
flying o signal ordering us to atop. Sho 
alse fired two blank oharges, and signal- 
led us to anchor, which wa st once 
did. The Naniwa then steamed away, ap- 
parently to communicate with the other 
ships, I at once enquired B signal if E 
might proceed, to which the Naniwa replied: 
‘ Heave-to or take the coneequences,’ A 
boat: then came from the Nanieg, and oo 
officer came on board. He was received at 
the gaagway, and he asked to sce the ship's 
papers, They were shown to him, and his 
attention particularly oalled to the faot that 
she wos a British ship. Numerous other 
questions were asked and unewered, the 
most important one being: ‘Would the 
Kowshing follow the Neniway’ Being 


‘itterly helpless against « man-of-war, 1; 


replied that there would be no alternative 


but ta do s», under protest,if ordered, The | 


officer {uen left the sbip, and proceeded to 


the Naniwa. Shortly after, being still at 
anohor, I was ordered by sigaal to out, stip, 
or weigh immediately. The Chinese gene- 
rale learning the meaning af the signals, and 
finding preparations wore being made te fol» 
low the Vaniwa, objected moat emphatically. 
They were told how useless it would be 
to resiat, as one shot would sink them ina 
short time, The Generals then said they 
would rather die than obey Japanese orders, 
and as they had 1,100 men agninat about 
400 on the Naniwa, they would fight sooner 
than surrander. “ They were told that if 
they desided to fight, the foreign officers 
wolld leave the ship. The Generale then 
gave ordere to the troops on deal Lo kill os 
if wa obeyed the orders of the Japanese or 
attempted to leave the ship. With gestures 
they threatened to ont off our heads, to slab, 
or shoot us; and a lot of men were eclected 
to watoh ua and carry out the order. A 
signal was then made requesting the Naniva 
to send o boat, in order to communicate the 
etate of affairs, A boat was at once sent, 
but a crowd of armed Chinese took por- 
session of the gangway, until I prevail. 
ed on the Generals to send them uway 
Eventually the officers came . alongside 
and a message for the Commander of the 
Wonwwe wos sent, staliog that the Chinese 
refused to allow the Kotshing to be taken a 
prisoner, and insisted upoa returning to 
Taku, It was again pointed out that she 
was a British ship, and that she had left 
port before war had been deelarwd, The 
boat then rcturned to the Nunitea, and on 
her arrival a signal was hoisted, ordering 
the Europeans to leave the ship at once. A 
teply was given that they were not allowed 
tu leave, and asking for a boat to be sent, 
Notice was sent to the engineers to be handy 
on deck in oase the Japanese fired. The 
Nuniwa shortly afterwards replied that a 
boat could not be sent, The Naxiua then 
hoisted a red flag at the fore, which wos ap. 
parently a sigual for discharging « torpedo, 
as one was fired at the Koushing, but missed 
her, A broadside of five guns wus then 
fired. Atthe tims, ! was on the bridge, 
my officers having left it, and seeing that 
the soldiers set to watch me had left their 
atation at the foot of the ladder, I rushed 
to the wheel-house, and, after obtaining 
a lifeebelt (the lest one remaining), 
I jumped over the ship’s side, — 
doing so I heard a terrific explosion, and 
upon retirning to the aurface of Lhe sea I 
found the atmosphere was thick with emoke 
and fine eoal-powder. I at once. struck cut 
for the ahore, distant about 13 mile. There 
were many Qhinese in the water, bat I only 
saw one European, Mr You Hanniken. Ag 
the air cleared, a bullet™.struck the wator 
close fo my-ear, and was followed by a 
shower of bullete, Knovwing that shot from 
the Naniwa could not etrike near me, owing 
to being sheltered by the hull of the Kow- 
shing, 1 turned on my back, and saw Chi- 
nese soldiers firing at me from the deck and 
the ’tween deck ports. Asfaras posible I 
rotected the back of my head with the life- 
felt, and awamas low inthe water ag:I 
could. ‘Firing from the Naniwa’s broad- 
side and machine guns was. tentiuned until 
shortly before the Kowshing went down, 
stero first. After being in the water some 
time, I was picked up by the Nantia’s out. 
ter, in @ very exhausted’ condition, The 
same boat hed already reasoned one of the 
quartermasters, who had been wounded in 
the neok with @ rifle-bollet. On arriving 
at the Nastia we found that the chief officer 
was the only person saved by the Japanese, 
leaving five Europeana sonneoted with the 
ship, avd the passenger, missing. ‘1 requested 
another: boat to be sent, but am afraid no 
further attempts ‘were made to fiad them. 
We anchored off Shopeiul about 9a.m..:. The 
firing commenced about 1 p.m., and wa were 
taken aboard the Naniwa about 2.30 p.m,

WR YON HANNEKEN'S AYFIDAVIT, 

Our Shanghai contemporaries publish the 
full text of Mr Von Hanncken’s affidavit 
on the Kowshing affair, taken by Mr W. 
H. Wilkinson, & B. M. Vioo-Consul: at 
Chemulpo, on the 80th ult, Wo! have 
already publishad the gist of this valuable 
document, but the following extraotd may 
be given as setting forth clearly. ind 
distinotly what transpired-on board the 
Kowshing after sho was cbsllenged py they 
Naniwa-kan.. When it was oppacknt, that 
the -Naniwa was sending an officer to 
parley with Captain Galsworthy, Mr Yon 
Hanneken had an interview with tho 
commanders of the Chinese troops, The 
affidavit proceeds:—‘The Commander of 
the Chinese troops on board told me, and 
asked me to tell the Captain, they would 
rather go down on the spof than to be 
made prisoners, Chey wore very excited and, 
I bad’ diffienlty to appease them and lo 
impress upon them that it wae tttterly 
necessary to keep order on board: as loug 
as parleying waa going on. 

F teldi -Captesa ‘Goteworthy hat the 
intentions of the Commanders were, 

“Tho Jopanese boat and several officers 
entice on board. The Japanese officers re- 
pnired to the Cuptain’s cabin; ho had to 
‘how hia papers, &e., and to prove that he 
really was in charge of a British vassel. 
Ho then was told-curtly to follow the. Jap- 
anese mau-of-war. [ was not present at 
thia interview. I was busy Keeping Com. 
manders and soldiers at peace. "We ho 
arranged, Captain Galeworthy and I, before 
the Japancso boat came alongside that ho 
should insist on being allowed to return to 
Taku, the port where we started from, 
igince we had started from there before any 
declaration of war. 

“When then Captain Galeworthy told mo 
of the result of the parley, which I in- 
terproted to the Chincss Commanders, there 
Was @ great oproar amongst them and their 
soldiers. They menaced with swords and 
tifles Captain. and crew and all Europeans 
on board, in case thé Captain dared to got 
up hia anchor, Again I bad to do my ut- 
moat to appease this turmoil, amt then I 
told the Oagtain to hoist 2 sigdeél for tha 
parlementairs boat to come back, She 
came, (and this timed! myself went to the 
gaugway to apeak with the Japanese officers, 
We could not risk to let the Japanese parle- 
mentatre come on board, benausa suldiers 
with rifles and swords were flocking about 
and anrely would have made short business 
of them if they had shown any signs of not 
giving in to our request. . 

‘I told the Jcpaneso officers, who arrived 
on the gungway ladder with their right 
ihand to the aword hilt: “The Gaptain’s 
hands are forced ; he is not able to obey 
your orders, the soldiers on board sould not 
allow bim to do so, Commander and 
soldiera insist to be allowed tu return to the 
port where they started from. The Captain 
aad I thiok that this is a just and fair 
request even if war should be already decler- 
ed, considering that we started in time of 
peace,” . . 

*T mada suro that the parlementaire un- 
derstood me. They left saying they would 
refer the matter to their Captain. 

‘after the boat arrived at the Japancae 
., Dan-af-war wa had to weltesome {uhe-or an 
‘answer, At last tho sigaul waa hoiuled : 
“Quit the ship as sann us possible.” This 
j could only be meant for the Ruropeans and 
crew, but there was no chance, and perhaps 
no intention to follow this advice. 

©The Chinese soldiers had taken charge 
of every davit. Captain Galewerthy theo 
‘ hoisted the signal; * We are not. allowed. ” 
"The only answer which we got was an 
anaworing peonant. Then we saw the 
Japaness man-ol-war moving aud coming 
around, leaving us quite at amisa about her 
jatentions, SbLe come around, and when 
she wea at o distance of about 130 
‘metres, exactly alongside of our part sido, 
| she stopped. I saw a torpedo leaping from 
, her torpedo part, and immediately after- 
| wards all siz guns opened tire, They dis- 
: charged their guus twice before the torpedo 
‘ arrived ot ita alm ; it hit the ship midships, 
| probably exactly at her coal bunkera, The 
‘day became night, coals, splinters, wuter 
| were filliug the air, I believe we thon sll 
jumpod and swam. . 

“In swimming ! saw the ship going down ; 
shin went stern ficet. © 

*Doring this the firiag continued, which 
was bravely answered with rifles by tho 
| poor wretches, who knew they had no chance 
ia trying to ewim. I saw 2 Japanese boat 
lowered, heavily armed with men, I 
thought they were coming to the 
resnue of tho remaining men, but I 
was sadly mistaken—toey fred into the 
.men on board the sinking ship, “I do not 
know whattheir purpose was in doing co, 
The fact is that the avimming men were 
fired at from the Japanese man-of-war and 
from the sinking ship, the men on board the 
latter one probably having the savage idea 
that if they had to dietheir brothers should 
not liveeither. The Kowshiny went down 
entirely aftar about half an hour or eo from 
the time when the torpedo was fired. 

‘There would have beon planty of chanoa 
for her to try fora better fate, by slipping 
her chain when she had been tuld to stay 
where she was or to take the consequences, 
and again by having reconrsa ta ao rie, 
showing intentions to carry ont the order of 
the Japanese man-of-war and then running 
into the island. This had ell been suggested 
at the proper time. : 

‘ But the parfect confidanca of Captain and 
officers in the protection of the ship against 
any warlike undertaking by the fect of her 
being a British vesael flying the British fag 
sealed her fate, and Fam grieved io say also 
the fate of officars, crew and suldiers, of 
which, as much as I know, only about 170 
men saved their life by swimming, So far 
T don’t know of any other European who 
reaphed the shore,”

OUTRAGE oN A BRITISH SHIP. 

The Chungking arrived at Shanghai on 
the 7th inat. fram Taku, having on bosrd 
the Jupancse Oonaul at Tientain, his wife 
and family, members of the Japanese 
Logation (not the Minister), and othor 
Japaneso, to the numbor of sixty.’ It wag 
arranged that they were to leave by the 
Chungking, and on Wednesday at 8 p.m. 
some fifteen people, including six men, 
tho reat brig women ai dren, wenton 
bourd, ‘The steamer“ ing alongside 
the Tongku coal wharf and n bla was 
anticipated, but at 1 o.uw., on Thursday, 
while the Qaptain and some of the ofticers 
wote asicep, they wore auddenly awakuned: 
by demoniacal yella from a uumbor of 
soldiers who rushed on board. The ‘night 
was pitoh dark and the seldicrs had lantorns. 
They were armed with swords and fired 
bayonets and ruahed along tha deck like 
madmen, They found ono Japanese whom 
they palled about, dragged along tho deck 
and thon threw on the pontoon, a distance of 
some four ortive feet below the ship’s deck. 
Another Japanese offered reaiatance and he 
was tied hand and foot, his handa behind 
him, and thrawn on tho pontoon. The 
suldiers went through the saloon and into 
the Ladies’ cabins, and in one of them thoy 
found the Consul’s wife, children and amah. 
Thoy did not touch her, but took one child 
and the amah. The child was not hurt, 
and one of the soldiors took it away on hia 
shoulders, but brought it back in about ten 
minutes. The poor amah’s wrista and 
sakes were tied tightly, and sho was, after 
being thrown on tho pontoon, placod with 
the others in a heap. Although they did 
not touch the Conaul’s wife, they atole her 

ewellery, The soldiers went into a coom 
ocoupied by some mandarina and examined 
their oords. They were in uniform and 
intimidated the foreigners on board, bran- 
dishing their weapons in front of them, 
They made them open their cabina which 
they searched, ip one ens looking into the 
mosquite curtain which was tied up over 
the bunk. They told the Chinese crew 
that they had heen ordored by the Viceroy 
to seize the Japanese in revenge for the 
Japaness having killed 2,000 Chinese in 


Japan, The tied-up people on the pon- 
toon endured great agony, their wrists 
and ankles being so tightly bound, their 
shrieks were heartrending and some of the 
women fainted. - Betwean 2 and 3 a.m. 
the goldiera left, but before they did so 
six of them went to the side of the 
ateamer and fired a volley in the air, ap- 
parently as a signal to the men in the fort 
that thoy had finished their work. Some 
of the soldiers went into the saloon where 
the officera were and demanded something 
to drink. ‘They were given water which 
ona of them spat out on the deck. They 
then arked for lemonade and cigars, their 
spokesman being a villainous-looking in- 
dividual who knew a few words of English, 
Among other thinga they stole a revolver 
and two of the ship's lamps. After leaving 
the ship, the soldiera marched away with 
their captures in the direction of the forts, 
but they stopped at the gedown in which 
they locked their prisoners, 

At’S aaa. tha prisoners were all taken 
back to theship, tho women wora badly 
bruised about the face and body and they 
all suffered terribly from the pain in their 
wrists and ankles cause by the tightueas of 
theit bonds. A Chinese officer came ‘with 
them and made an apolugy to the Uaptain 
for what tho soldicra had done, He order. 
ed the ship to leave the wharf, a measure 
he said was necessary for the protection of 
the peopla on board. The Chungking left 
the wharf at 7 a.m. and dropped down thu 
river, and wept outside Taka in the after- 
novp, On Friday morning the Japanese 
Gonsul, Consular ataif, and other Japabese 
went on board ond tho stonmer left for 
Shoughai.— Daily News. 

‘aN ACT OF MURDER.’ 

Summing up on the Kowshing affuir the 
Mercury saya:—Lovking: at the matter 
cilmnly, after the lapse of more than a 
weok, during which we have refrained from 
pa'sing judymoat in the hope that some 
extenuating circumstance would turo up, 
wo have no other condemnation to pass 
than that the firing into the sinking 
Kowshiny wos an act of murder, a3 coward- 
ly as it was uncalled for, and was an act 
which must for ever stamp the Japanese as 
outside the pale of civilisation.

Whether, in the event of hor raising her, 


anchor and attempting to eacapo, they 
would have been justified in firing 
torpado to sink her may be 2 moot point, 
The fact ia, in which the Japanese account, 
garbled as it wag, concurs is, that she,was 
actually at anchor at the time, This insulb 
to the Britigh flag is only a sequence of a 
long course of affronts which havo brea 
gradually working (o a culmigation, which 
we trust will not go unpunished by our 
Govornmont. The above takes no note of 
the proceedings of the Japanese officials in 
imprigoning, without votice to their own 
anthoritjes, the two British officers taken 
from the Kowshing, .

Lot us sap England and Franca wore going 
to war about Egypt, which was occupied by 
British troops, Tho French are running in 
troopa under cover of a neutral flag, say of 
Russia. Fighting bes slrendp commenced | 
‘on shore, An nglish warship meets a 
French transport full of troops. running 
into Damistta undor. thé cover of the 
Russian fing. The French’ troops mutin 
when the Russian Captain and officers vith 
to.surrender to superior force ; the ship is 
not ‘a’ fighting ship, but her passengers 
make preporations to rovist capture “and 
defy their powerful captors, A number of 
Franch warships and others whose nationa- 
lity is unknowa, aro coming up, and there 
is a chance of losing the prize ; every facility 
is given to tho Russians on -board to come 
off; indeed a gonoral signal is made to 
‘quit the ship,’ which may be meant for 
everyone and. not only the captain and 
officers, but thoy ate prevented by force by 
tho French troops from leaving. If the 
English naval captain cut the gordian’ knot 
by sinking ‘that ship, half England would 
ring with his praise, The Chinese -soldiers 
on the Kowshing, if war was oot declared, 
woro simply pirates in possession of a British 
ship; if war wag deelared, the ship was 4 
{legal prize and unlawfully resisted arrest. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


On tho 6th inst, » detachment of native 
military recruits marching through the Set- 
tlement at Shanghsi on their way to Woo- 
sung, behaved in a most disgraceful manner 
in Shanss Road and North Honan Road, 
attacking the polios and generally miscon- 
ducting themselves, The men numbered 
about 150, natives of Hunan and Anhui 
with a sprinkling of Chinkiang men, aid 
without uniform or arms they presented 
anytbiog but a military appearance. Up- 
wards of twenty men were arrested by tho 
police under Avting Superintendent Howard 
and Inspector Reed, in spite of the threat of 
a native officer to bring 1000 men to effect 
their rescue. The prisonora were afterwards 
taken before the mixed Court -and dis 
charged. 


ed munitions of war at Shanghai Arsenal, 
went down to the lower limits, presumably 
with the intention of disoharging, as the U.S, 
Cousul-General had refused to grant her pap- 
are.

Tho telegram received by us (Daily Aeros) 
alating that the Chinese army had - orosse!

the Kirin army under the Tatter-General 
Wén, who reosived spevial inatructious from 
the Throne to lead his army of horse, foot 
and artillery {consisting of very nearly 
30,009 mea drawn from the Man- 
chariau province) into Corean territory 
at once, - without eny reference to 
the Viseray Li at Tiontsin, It seems 
that the Throne has been seriously 
displeased of the procrastination of the Pel- 
yang authorities, which explains the sendiog 
of the Mancburian Army Qorps into Corea 
without informing the Viceroy Li of the 
order, and without waiting ior a junction 
with the Peiynang land forsas which have 
beon pouring into Yichow on the Corean 
borders, transported thither by the Qbiua 
Merchants steamers for the past three weeks, 
The katter body of troops, who number not 
less then 20,000, will thus form the 
roserve and at the moment of writing (8th 
just.) are very likely some 150. miles already 
inside Corean territory and about a day's 
march behind the Kirin forces. The Iatter 
passed Yichow on the 26th.of July last. 

The Uhinese authoritics at Shanghai, so it 
is said, intend to prohibit the export of cot- 
ton to the South, suspecting that it might 
be transhipped to the yara mills iu Japan, 

Regarding Mr Muhlenateth, a telegram 
was received ot Shanghai on the Gth inst 
stating that be bad been liberated and waa 
Jeo ving Sascbo for Nagasaki. Mr Jernigan, 
the Qonsul.General for the United States at 
Shanghai, has received a telegram thet. the 
Emperor of Japan has promulgated a deoree 
guaranteeing the safety of the Chinesa 
subjects remaining in Japan,
